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Time Frame for Roosevelt 


Center Market Study Set

Approximately 25 people, 
mostly merchants and shop-own- 
ers in Roosevelt Center, turned 
out at the June 5 city council 
work session to hear Josef 
Nathanson, president of Urban 
Information Associates, Inc., a 
Baltimore-based community/eco- 
nomic development consultant 
group, announce that he and his 
associates will be conducting a 
market study in Roosevelt Center 
this summer. 

A $25,000 federal grant has 
been awarded to the consultant 
group to conduct the Roosevelt 
Center market study. According 
to City Manager Michael Mc- 
Laughlin, the purpose of the 
project is to determine the future 
of the Center. 

Nathanson described himself 
as an urban and regional planner. 
Janet Goldberg, a consultant with 
the firm, has a background in 
commercial real estate, with an 
overlay of community develop- 
ment and planning. The survey 
will be conducted by Goldberg, 
who will deal with both the busi- 


ness owners and the shoppers at 
the center. 

Another consultant, Pete 
Carney, former owner and opera- 
tor of the Bethesda Theater 
Cafe, has a background as an ur- 
ban and regional planner. He 
will focus on the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre in the study. 

Nathanson presented a project 
time line of three phases. Phase 
I takes place in June, with the 
June 5 work session serving as 
the initial stakeholders’ meeting. 
Preparation time for the survey 1s 
included in Phase I, with its de- 
sign scheduled for completion by 
the end of June. During July 
and August, Phase 2 involves 
conducting the survey and com- 
pleting a market analysis. Phase 
3, planned for September and Oc- 
tober, is reserved for additional 
stakeholders’ meetings and devel- 
opment of a strategy. 

Nathanson said, “We will be 
looking at regional trends, the 
overall market environment of

Brandenburg Will Lead

Greenbelt’s musical kids 
will be flocking to the Com- 
munity Center this summer to 
play in the new Greenbelt 
Summer Kids’ Band, directed 
by Jill Brandenburg.

She’ll be teaching 
music for the camp this summer 
as well as directing the Summer 
Kids’ Band. Brandenburg thinks 
the band will play an important 
role in keeping kids excited about 
music. “Kids often put their in- 
struments aside during the sum- 
mer, which makes it harder when 
they return to school in the fall. 
In the less formal setting of sum- 
mer band, they can continue to 
improve their skills while having 
a lot of fun,” she said. 

In addition to teaching band, 
Brandenburg gives piano lessons 
and is a versatile musician. She 
has played trombone in various 
jazz groups, and developed an in-

terest in non-western music while 
in graduate school. Brandenburg 
currently plays in Gamelon Mitra 
Kusuma, a Balinese ensemble, 
whose instruments includes 
gongs, drums, and the metal- 
lophone (similar to the xylo- 
phone). Another fascinating in- 
strument is the reyong, a rack of 
many gongs that requires four 
persons to play. 

“Music brings so much to 
young people’s lives,” said 
Brandenburg. One of her young 
piano students, when told that 
Brandenburg had run out of the 
stickers she usually hands out as 
rewards for practicing, said to 
her, “That’s okay. Music is 
enough for me. It makes me 
happy.” Brandenburg smiled at 
the recollection. “Kids remind us 
of how we should be living our 
lives,” she said.

Redistricting 
Plan Deemed 
Unconstitutional 


The redistricting plan devised 
by Maryland Governor Parris 
Glendening was declared uncon- 
stitutional on Tuesday, June 11 
by the Maryland Court of Ap- 
peals. The court plans to hire 
consultants to help prepare its 
own plan. The judges found 
that the governor’s plan did not 
adequately take into consider- 
ation natural and political bound- 
aries such as counties and mu- 
nicipalities. 

Whether a further delay in the 
deadline for filing to run for of- 
fice will be needed is not known. 
The filing deadline has already 
been moved from July 1 to July 8. 

Fourteen lawsuits had been 
filed challenging the governor’s 
plan.

County Has Not Decided 
Fate of Paid Firefighters

The Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department (GVFD) still has four 
paid firefighters on duty for day- 
time fire and rescue calls, but 
that number could drop to zero if 
county fire officials decide to 
transfer firefighters to other areas 
of Prince George’s County. 

Ronald Blackwell, the county’s 
fire chief, attended the May 29 
work session of the Greenbelt 
City Council and fielded a bar- 
rage of questions from the Four 
Cities Coalition, including city 
leaders from College Park, 
Berwyn Heights, and New 
Carrollton, as well as Greenbelt. 
The coalition also wanted to ex- 
plore alternatives with Blackwell 
for finding more funds for 
firefighters without reducing cov- 
erage in the affected communi- 
ties. 

Greenbelt fire chief Randy 
Krob went straight to the point. 
“My only question is, where do 
we stand?” 

Blackwell told the group that 
he intended to “proceed cau- 
tiously” in making staffing 
changes, but offered little hope 
that transfers could be avoided. 
He said limited resources had 
forced him to consider moving 
paid firefighters from areas with 
greater volunteer fire service cov- 
erage, including Greenbelt and 
Branchville, to parts of the

county with inadequate coverage. 
He will make the final decision in 
consultation with County Execu- 
tive Wayne Curry. 

“My responsibility is to cover 
the entire county,” he said, and 
added that changes were being 
considered in areas with a “stable 
and reliable’ volunteer leadership. 
City officials responded that com- 
munities with active, committed 
volunteers were penalized by that 
approach. 

Blackwell insisted that 
Greenbelt’s four firefighters 
would not be “lost,” only 
“moved.”

Council Okays New Budget, 
Police Get Bigger Pensions

After one more public hear- 
ing, a decision to switch to a 
new, better-paying retirement plan 
for Greenbelt police officers; and 
negotiations on how to pay for 
this change, the Greenbelt City 
Council passed an FY 2003 bud- 
get of $16,870,800 at its meeting 
on June 10. There was unani- 
mous agreement by council-mem- 
bers and by all who testified that 
the city should move from the 
current retirement plan under the 
Municipal Corporation Law En- 
forcement Officers (MCLEO) plan 
to a different one from the Law 
Enforcement Officers Pension 
System (LEOPS). The MCLEO 
plan results in a retirement benefit 
of about 30 percent of salary as 
contrasted with that under 
LEOPS, in which police officers 
retiring after 25 years will receive 
50 percent of their salaries. 

Council had earlier identified 
small changes in most of the 
budget categories. These were 
accepted with little or no discus- 
sion; however, there was much 
discussion on various possible 
ways to offset the additional 
funds required for the more gen- 
erous retirement package. There 
was a virtual alphabet soup of 
proposals, with proposal A defer- 
ring a change in the retirement 


plan to Proposals B through H, 
which included the LEOPS pay- 
ment but included or excluded a 
new police cruiser and another 
red light camera and kept or 
eliminated deferred compensation 
or matching funds. Council-mem- 
bers Rodney Roberts and Alan 
Turnbull argued for paying for all 
of the increase upfront and deal- 
ing with it in a “straightforward 
manner” this year. Mayor Judith 
Davis and Councilmember Tho- 
mas White preferred what they 
termed a more balanced approach 
with additional offsets this year 
and consideration for the impact 
on the taxpayer. The final plan 
approved eliminated one cruiser 
for this year, added one addi- 
tional red light camera and re- 
duced the city’s 5 percent contri- 
bution to police officers’ deferred 
compensation plan to 2.5 percent, 
while maintaining the 2.5 percent 
matching contribution. 

City Manager Michael Mc- 
Laughlin quickly calculated the 
effect of the various proposals 
on the city tax rate. With the 0.4- 
cent increase earlier approved, the 
final budget will result in a 2.8- 
cent increase on each $100 of as- 
sessed property value. For a 
$100,000 house, this would 
amount to about $28 a year.

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Heights, said that the county 
may have those firefighters, but 
the communities don’t. 

Critical Hours 

Greenbelt’s volunteer fire-fight- 
ers, who juggle full-time jobs, are 
not able to adequately cover the 
critical hours between 7 a.m. and 
5 p.m., said Jay Remenick, GVFD 
president. 

Mayor Judith Davis noted that 
the town’s population swells from 
21,000 to about 65,000 in the 
daytime. “The numbers of people 
go up during the hours when we 
will have no paid firefighters.” 
Coalition members told Blackwell 
that they were concerned that he 
and County Executive Curry did 
not have sufficient information to 
make an informed decision. The 
Berwyn Heights fire department 
has no water pumper, and the 
area’s daytime demographics re- 
portedly were not considered. 

“We’re concerned about re- 
sponse times,” said Ron Shane, a 
Berwyn Heights councilmember. 

Local fire departments already 
feel the pressure of emergency 
response to major commuter high- 
ways, the University of Mary- 
land, large federal facilities, in- 
cluding NASA Goddard, Beltsville 
Agricultural Research Center, the 
federal courthouse, and the Na- 
tional Archives, and numerous 
office buildings. Eighty percent 
of the emergency calls to local 
fire departments are ambulance 
calls. 

The county now has 636 paid 
firefighters, below the authorized 
“full complement” of 696. But 
even that “full complement” of 
696 firefighters is too low, said 
Del. James Hubbard (D-Dist. 23) 
of Bowie. 

1990 Numbers 

“That number is based on 
1990 demographics. We probably 
need around 850,” he said. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts described the situation as ur- 
gent. “We’re in a wartime situa- 
tion,” he said, “and we live near 
all kinds of facilities with hazard- 
ous materials.” 

Roberts and other coalition 
members expressed their desire to 
work with Blackwell to help him 
find more resources for county 
fire services. 

County councilmember Audrey 
Scott said that the council had 
attempted to dedicate more funds 
to the fire department. She said 
the council had asked the county 
executive for an additional $1 mil- 
lion for fire service needs, and 
said Curry refused.

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School Age Moves 
Back One Month 


by Mary Moien 

The Maryland State Board of 
Education has announced that it 
has changed the birth dates that 
designate when children can start 
prekindergarten and kindergarten. 
Currently children can start 
prekindergarten if they are 4 
years old by December 31 and 
start kindergarten if they are 5 
years old by that date. The 
change in birth dates will be 
phased in over several years, 
with the preschool change going 
into effect for this fall and the 
kindergarten change going into 
effect in 2003. 

Preschool 

Starting this fall, prekinder- 
garten students must be four 
years old by November 30, 2002. 
In 2003, the date will be October 
31; in 2004, it will be September 
30; and by 2005, preschoolers 
must be four years old by Sep- 
tember | to start class. 

Kindergarten 

For kindergarten students, the 
birth date change will begin to 
take effect in fall 2003, not this 
year. Starting in fall 2003, kinder- 
gartners must be five years old 
by November 30; in 2004 the 
date will be October 31; in 2005 it 
will be September 30; and finally 
by 2006 and thereafter, children 
must be five by September | to 
begin kindergarten. 

The Maryland Kindergarten 
Committee, a panel of educators 
and parents proposed _ the 
change. Following hearings, it 
was adopted. Maryland State 
Superintendent of Schools Nancy 
S. Grasmick stated: “It is our 
goal that students enter Maryland 
schools ready to learn, and this 
measure is an important step in 
that direction.” 

Exceptions 

Local school boards may 
adopt regulations permitting a 
four-year-old student to be admit- 
ted to kindergarten at the request 
of the parent if the system deter- 
mines that the child demonstrates 
the capabilities warranting early 
admission. In addition, a parent 
can request that the child wait 
one additional year before begin- 
ning kindergarten.

Thomas Joseph 
McAndrew, Sr. 


Longtime resident Thomas 
“Tom” J. McAndrew, Sr., of 2-M 
Eastway, died on Tuesday, June 
4, 2002 at Washington Adventist 
Hospital, Takoma Park, due to 
complications from diabetes and 
congestive heart failure. He was 
70 years old. 

In December, Thomas and his 
wife Margaret would have cel- 
ebrated their 50th wedding anni- 
versary. 

Mr. McAndrew was born in 
Kingston, PA., one of triplets 
born to Thomas J. and Mary 
McAndrew. His sister died 
shortly after birth, and his 
brother, Patrick William survived. 
Both brothers grew up in Wilkes- 
Barre, PA., and shortly after 
graduation from high school, each 
joined the Air Force. He was 
preceded in death in 1984 by his 
brother. Ultimately, in the early 
1950s Mr. McAndrew was sta- 
tioned at Bolling Air Force Base, 
and like many others heard about 
a beautiful treed community called 
“Greenbelt.” Upon traveling to 
Greenbelt, he immediately look to 
the community. In 1955, he and 
his wife purchased their home at 
2-M Eastway, where they contin- 
ued to reside at the time of his 
death. While on Eastway, the 
McAndrews raised their six chil- 
dren, all of whom attended 
Greenbelt area schools. 

He was honorably discharged 
from the Air Force. In 1958 Mr. 
McAndrew joined John Hancock 
and then Nationwide Insurance 
companies. In 1962, he opened 
McAndrew Insurance Agency, 
establishing his first office on 
Centerway, in the space now oc- 
cupied by Chef Lou’s and a por- 
tion of Generous Joe's. He then 
relocated to the lower level of 
the Greenbelt Professional Center, 
115 Centerway, shortly after it 
was built. After 25 years in in- 
surance sales, he retired in 1979. 
Not one to sit still, he founded 
Greenbelt Window and Paint Co., 
Inc., a company that provided re- 
placement vinyl windows and 
painting services. He operated 
Greenbelt Window & Paint Co., 
until his death. 

Throughout his many years in 
Greenbelt, Mr. McAndrew was 
actively involved in a variety of 
activities and could be seen walk- 
ing around the community on a 
daily basis. As a local business- 
man, he often sponsored Little 
League Baseball teams, Miss 
Greenbelt contestants, and con- 
tributed toward other events. As 
an avid swimmer, he could be 
found at the outdoor swimming 
pool, or more recently the new 
Aquatic and Fitness Center. He 
was a devoted swimmer and well 
known among Recreation Depart- 
ment staff members. He was also 
actively involved in Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., (GHI) in the 1960s 
and 1970s. 

Mr. McAndrew was a long- 
time member of St. Hugh’s Catho- 
lic Church, its former Holy Name 
Society, as well as a member of 
Greenbelt American Legion Post 
#136. 

Mr. McAndrew is survived by 
his wife of 49 years, Margaret 
Anne (Rooney) McAndrew, of 
Eastway and children, Thomas 
Joseph McAndrew, Jr. (Mary), of 
Bowie; Mary Anne Scott, of 
Greenbelt; Margaret A. Jones 
(Ross), of Reidsville, N.C.; 
Michael McAndrew (Karen), of 
Ridge Road; Patrick McAndrew 


(Linda), of Periwinkle Court; and, 
Kathleen Legendre (Scott), of 
Eastway. He is survived by 
seven grandchildren, and many 
nieces and nephews. 

Visitations were held at 
Gasch’s Funeral Home, 
Hyattsville, where a prayer ser- 
vice was conducted by the Rev. 
Thomas Crowley, pastor of St. 
Hugh’s Catholic Church. A sepa- 
rate memorial service was con- 
ducted by members of American 
Legion Post #136, led by Chaplain 
Jackie Shabe-Rocheford. After a 
mass of Christian burial at 
St.Hugh’s Church, Mr. McAndrew 
was interred at St. Mary’s Catho- 
lic Cemetery, Hanover Township,

The Mishkan Torah choir will 
offer a spring concert on Sunday, 
June 23 from 7 to 9 p.m. at the 
synagogue, 10 Ridge Road. The 
music includes selections in En- 
glish, Hebrew, Yiddish, and La- 
dino (a dialect of the Sephardic 
Jews who lived in Spain and Por- 
tugal before the Inquisition) and 
cover a wide range of time peri- 
ods, styles, composers, and tradi- 
tional and non-traditional melo- 
dies.

Mishkan Torah is an unusual, 
folksy synagogue, built brick by 
brick in the early 1950s by the 
members, with the help of other 
Greenbelters.

For the first few months 
there were only five singers, but 
now the Mishkan Torah Choir 
consists of 28 members, a large 
number for a synagogue with 
only 150 member families. The 
choir consists of nine men and 19

Greenbelt, overall population, par- 
ticular household types, house- 
hold income, consumer spending 
patterns.” He added, “We’ll want 
to get a very detailed look at the 
characteristics of the Roosevelt 
Center.” 

Goldberg described the meth- 
odology as meeting with each of 
the storeowners and tenants, us- 
ing certain standard questions - 
“which of course you will answer 
and then you’ll give me the real 
answers” - to get their ideas and 
concerns, aS well as the “benefits 
and detriments” of their busi- 
nesses. She gave her e-mail ad- 
dress - jgoldberg@mrea.net - for 
anyone who would like to share 
ideas or concerns. 

Intercept 
surveys will 
also be con- 
ducted at dif- 
ferent times 
during the 
week.
